22, 1912— almost one year after Mr. 
Morrow was cmnmissioned as Federal 
AttcniMy. pCr. Morrow's name ap- 
pears qn the record as attorney for 
the prosecution. Mr. Morrow says he 
bafi no connection whateri^ with the 
case. Then why did he write a let- 
ter to die Attenwy Geaeral on Feb- 
2, 1912, protesting against the pardon 
of the Grant county farmers? It is 
well known that I was appealing to 
President Taft to pardon the Grant 
county farmers, and that I had for- 
mally called on him- at the White 
House and had presented the facts in 
the case to the PresideiH. While I 
was making an effort to secure this 
pardon, the fanners of Kpntucky 
should know that Mr. Morrow wont 
out of his way to write a letter to the 
Department of Justice, pfotesting 
against their pardon.

why the nne imposed by the court 
for this violation should be par- 
doned.

Mr. Morrow, in his speeches, has 
publicly deelat^ that he knew noth- 
ing wn»tever about the case of the 
Qrant county farmers; but In his 
letter to the Qepartment of Justice 
he stated that he was famiHar with 
the case and being famiU4ff with 
the case h^ prdtested ag^st 
pardon, 

"Judge Bethurum was chairman of 
the convention at Lexington that 
nominated Mr. Morrow and was Uie 
chosen spokesman of his party. I 
now call upon him to make good his 
promise to the people of Kentucky 
and withdraw his candidate, before he 
nieets with overwhelming defeat, on 
the 4th day bf November.

Government Acts to Prevent PV»> 
fitaerinc As Reialt of Sugar . 
FakiiiiM.Now On 

(By Associated Press) 

- Washington, Oct. 20-^he de^ 
partment of justice today notified 
the beet sugar refiners that ft 
charge for sugar in excess of 10 
cents a pound wholesale will be 
considered a violation of the 
food control act of>the HJnited 
States. Tlte sugar equalization 
board has held 11 cents a pound, 
a fair retail price for sugar. 

This step' was tajten by the De- 
partment of Justice to prevent 
al)normal sugar price increase be- 
cause of the existing shortage 
Refiaers are asked to concur in 
the ten\c^nt price which would 
mean they put their supply on the 
market immediately thereby re- 
lieving the stringency. The price 
t(f the wholesaler has been nine 
cents. The <iew price would mean 
an increase of one cent a pound. 
Retailers have been allowed to 
charge 1 1 cents while the Depart- 
ment of Justice nor the sugar 
board stated what the new retail 
price would be, it was assumed 
the increase would not be greater 
than the wholesale advance.

"The people of Kentucky, by read- 
ing the above letter, can now decide 
who stated the facts. I would never 
have made anv staten^nt concerning 
th^ matter had I not been sure of my 
ground, for under no circumstances 
would I misrepresent Mr. Morrow, or 
or anyone else. Although Mr. Morrow 
protested against the pardon of tiiese 
farmers. President Taft— one of the 
;reatest Judges who ever sat on any 
ench— gave them' a full pardon at 
my request, and by so doing showed 
how little he thought of the opinion 
of Mr. Morrow in this cas^."

HOWARD TAYLOR ABLY i| 
DESCRIBES WQRIC 



Stirring and Convincing Address 
Delivdrvd Jly B^rea Man Who 
Did A Man's Pari In War 



Mr. Howard S. Taylor's address in 
the Christian church Monday night 
vras one of the most kticniig address- 
that has been heard in Richmond 
from an overseas man, and made a 
fine impression upon the large audi- 
ence gatherea tb hear him. 

fhad a story to tell ahd it was 
told. In simple, foreeful speech 
he related his experiences, during Hie 
18 nwnthi he served as a "Y" man 
in overseas work, depicting graphical- 
ly bot^ the humiorouB and the path- 
etic side of Ids experien)» in a way 
that provoked both tears and laugh- 
ter. 

His portrayal of the burial at sea 
of the 18-year-old soldier lad, who 
died soon after leaving New York, 
was very impressive, but the sad 
thoughts induced by this recital were 
quickly dissipated as he humorously 
related his experiences in sea-sick 
ness and his discovery that parsnip 
was the only vegetable that "tasted 
the same both coming and going." 

The tremendous (task undmtaken 
and accomplished by the Y. M. C- A. 
overseas was pi-esented by Mr. Tay 
lor in a nfost illuminating and convin- 
cing way. His explanation of the way 
in which most of the criticisnw of the 
work of this' great organization origi- 
nated was most satiraactory and con- 
vincing. Nearly all of -tiiis criticism, 
the speaker said, grew out of the 
canteen which was foxted upon the 
"Y" by the ^venunent Gen. Persh- 
ing ordered the to take over the 
canteen or abandon Hbe field. It was 
a s^gantie task for which they were 
onprqiared and involved an im- 
MMiate and tremandoni expansion of 
their work. Eighteen ibiandred trucks 
were at once purchased,, a large force 
cf additional m^en hastily gathered 
from every available source, and 
emergency men and materials of vai> 
ious kinds hastily collected for this 
new duty. 

Some irresponsible men were pick- 
ed up in this sudden collection, and 
were discharged as soon as discover- 
ed. 

The "Y" maintained 1680 huts and 
"did a business for the government 
and the "Sammies", (sending money 
home for them) aggregating two 
hundred and thirty five millions of 
dollars- 

The difficulties of handing the can- 
teen the speaker said were enormous 
and but little appreciated by the peo- 
ple at home. There were times when 
supplies for the canteen ordered from 
America were delayed for lack of 
shipping facilities, as the vessels 
engaged for this purpose, were com- 
mandeered by the government as 
transports for conveying troops. 

To meet the emergency the "Y" 
leased factories that had been shut 
down by the French and began the. 
manufacture of these goods in 
France. Thousands of tons of sweet 
biscuit, wafers and chocolate were 
manufactured by the "Y" for the 
"Sammies". 

Referring to the criticisnqi that the 
Y charged for goods that should have 
been given to the soldiers, the speak- 
er e^lained that the field of s^rriee 
in Prance was divided into two cones, 
one the eombat sone, the other the 
zone in whiot was no fighting. 
In this latter sone all goods were 
charged for by order of the govern- 
ment. They were not allowed to give 
goods avray hi this zone. In the eomr 
bat zone where this order was not 
in force the Y gave away three and 
a half million dollars worth of goods 
to the soldiers. 

Referring to the reports of over- 
charges by the speaker cited an in 
staiice in which a soldier complained 
to him that he had be«a clutrged for- 
ty-five cents at one of the canteens 
by a Y man for a comb. He went 
with the soldier to the canteen and 
found the Y man who had made the 
sale, and found that the combs were 
marked "46c" which meant 
not forty-five cents but torty-fiv« 
centimes (French money). This ,in 
U. S. money is just nine cents and 
this was what the soldier had paid 
for the comb- 

The speaker admitted that mis- 
takes had been made by the Y, some 
very grave ones — But so had the 
government — and it was to be ex- 
pected. But the mistakes of the Y 
seemed small in comparison with iti 
splendid achievemeqit in its vprt 
ministry of service.

Washington, Oct. 20 — Reaffirm- 
ing the refusal' to negotiate with 
representatives of labor unions 
not employes of the plants, the 
United States. Steel Corporation 
thrdugh E. R Gary, ch^isman of
